G.S.R. 646 (E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) read with clause of 
sub-section (2) of section 60 of the Railways Act, 
1989 (24 of 1989 and in supersession of the Railway 
Passengers (cancellation of tickets and refund of fares) 
rules, 1986, except as respects things done or omitted 
to be done before such supersession, the Central Go¬ 
vernment hereby makes the following rulcs^ namely : 
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1. Short title and coramencemeat <1) [These 
rules may be called the Railway passengers (cancel¬ 
lation ot Uckets and relund of fares) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 
1st September, 1990. 

2. Definitions ; In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires— 

(1) "Clerkage” means a charge levied for the 
clerical work rendered in the refund of 
fare; 

(2) “destination station” means th© station for 
which the ticket has been issued; 

(3) “fare” includes sleeper charge, supplemen¬ 
tary charge and surcharge but does not in¬ 
clude reservation fee. 

(4) “reserved ticket” means a journey ticket on 

which a berth or scat has been reserved; 

(5) “reservation fee’’ means the charge, in addi¬ 
tion to the fare, levied by the railway ad¬ 
ministration for the reservation of a berth 
or seat ; 

(6) “RAC ticket” means a ticket on which a seat 
has been reserved against requisition for a 
berth and a berth may be subsequently pro¬ 
vided against cancellation, if any. 

(7) “Station” means a railway station jpid in- 
dudcs any reservafi<$i office or booking 
office; 

(S) “station master” means a railway emplt^ee 
by whatever name called, in overall charge 
of a railway station and includes any other 
railway employee authorised to grant refund 
of fare at a station; 

(9) “ticket” means a single journey ticket cr 
any half of a return ticket and excludes 
season ticket, Indrail Pass ticket and special 
ticket for a reserved carriage or a tourist 
carisaloon, or a special train. 

3. Station Master to refund fares—^Every refund of 
fare under these rules shall be granted by the station 
master when a ticket is presented, to him for such 
refund. 

4. Reservation fee not to be refunded—Save as 
otherwise provided in these rules, while granting re¬ 
fund ot-fare, reservation fee shall not be refunded. 

5. Unused tickets on which no reservation has 
been made—If a ticket or which no reservation of 
a seat or berth has been made, is presented for can¬ 
cellation within three hours after the actual departure 
of the train fox whicit the ticket is issued or for any 
ticket valid for the whole day, within three hours 
after the actual departure of the last train of the 
day for the destination station, refund of fare shall 
be made on every such ticket after deducting rupees 
two per ticket as clerkage. 


6. Unused ticket! on which reservation has been made 

(1) Subject to the provisions of these rules, if a 
ticket on which reservation of a seat or berth has 
been made, is presented for cancellation, refund of 
fare shall be made after deducting cancellation char¬ 
ges from the fare as follows •— 

(a) If a ticket is presented for cancellation more 
than one day in advance of the scheduled 
departure of the train (excluding the day of 
journey), cancellation charge shalL be de¬ 
ducted at a flat rate of Rs;. 30 for aircou- 
ditioned first class, Rs. 20 for airconditioned 
sleeper and non-airconditiontd first class, 
Rs. 15 for airconditioned chair car and 
Rs. 10 for second class. 

(b) If a ticket is presented for cancellation upto 
six hours before the scheduled departure 
of the train, cancellation charge shall be 25 
per cent of the fare subject to the minimum 
flat rate mentioned in clause (a) above. 

(c) If a ticket is presented for cancellation with¬ 
in six hours before the scheduled departure 
of the train and' upto three hours after the 
actual departure of the train, cancellation 
charge shall be 50 per cent of the fare, 
subject to the uynimum flat rate mentioned 
in clause (a) above. 

(2) No refund shall be granted at the station if 
the ticket is surrendered for cancellation after the 
expiry the period mentioned under clause (c) of 
sub-rule (1). 

Explanation : For the purpose of this rule, fare 
includes reservation fee also. 

7. Unused waithsted or RAC ticket 

(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-rul© (2), no 
cancellation charge shall be payable if a waitlisted 
or RAC ticket is presented for cancellation within 3 
hours after the actual departure of the train except 
for the deduction of a clerkage charge of Rs. 2(- per 
passenger. 

(2) Where confirmed reservation has been provi¬ 
ded to RAC or waitlisted ticket holder at any time 
upto the final preparation of reservation charts, such 
ticket shall be treated as a reserved ticket and cancel¬ 
lation charge shall be payable in accorcWcc with 
rule 6. 

8. Cancellation charge when onward reservation. Is 

not confirmed 

(1) No cancellation charge shgU be payable and 
reservation fee shall also bo refundable— 

(a) when the reservation of the starting journey 
is confirmed but onward journey reservation 
is not confirmed, if the ticket j.s cancelled 
at the starting station one day in advance 
(excluding the day of the starting journey). 

(b) when the reservation of the starting journey 
is not confirmed but reservation has been 
confirmed for onward journey, if the ticket 
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is cancelled at the starting station one 
day ill advance (excluding the day of the 
starting journey); 

(2) If the ticket is not cancelled within the time 
limns prescribed in sub-rule fl), cancellation charge 
shall be payable m accordance with rule b, but only 
on that part of the journey ticket on which conhrmed 
reservation has been made. 

9, Preponement or postponement ol journey on a 

reserved ticket 

(1) No cancellation charge shall be payable if a 
reserved ticket is presented at any time tor change 
of reservation in the same class m any other tram 
on the same day or any subsequent day upto 24 
hours before the scheduled departure of tne tram in 
which reservation has been made, subject lo the avail¬ 
ability of accommodation in the train m which change 
is requested for. 

(2) No canceUation charge shall be payable if a 
reserved ticket is presented at any time of change 
of reservation in the same class in any other tram 
on any earlier day upto 24 hours before the scheduled 
departure of the train m which the reservation is 
required, subject to the availability of accommodadon 
in the train in which change is requested for. 

Explanation : In case of dilierence in fare between 
the class of a train on which the ticket was originally 
reserved and the same class of a train on which pre¬ 
ponement or post-ponement is provided, the change 
of reservation shall be made subject to refund or re¬ 
covery of the difierence, as the case may be. 

(3) Preponement or postponement of journey 
under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) shall be allowed 
only once. 

(4) If the ticket on which the journey has altered 
under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) is cancelled, can¬ 
cellation charge shall be payable as follows, namely — 

(a) cancellation charge ns would have been due 
if the original jeservation had been cancel¬ 
led at the time when the preponement or 
postponement of reservation was allowed, 
and 

(b) cancellation charge due in reswet qf the 
altered reservation as if this altered reser¬ 
vation is a fresh reservation. 

10. Change of journey from lower class to higher 

class 

(1) No cancellation charge shall be payable if 
change of reservation is requested for, on a reserved 
ticket of lower class for a higher class on the same 
train and day or when reserved for a scat in a class 
for resers'ation for a berth in the same class on the 
same train and day subject to the availability of ac¬ 
commodation. 

(2) The change referred to under sub-rule fl) 
shall be allowed only once. 


(3) If the ticket on which the change of reserva¬ 
tion has been allowed under sub-rule (1) is cancelled, 
canceUation charge shall be payable as foUows, 
namely 

fa) cancellation charge as would have been due 
it the original reservation had been can¬ 
celled at the time when the change of res¬ 
ervation was showed, and 

fb) canceUatiqn charge due in respect of the 
altered reservation as if this altered reser¬ 
vation is a fresh reservation. 

11. Non-commencement of journey due to late run¬ 

ning of trains 

fl) No cancellation charge shall be payable on a 
reserved ticket and ^eserv'ation fee shall also be re- 
fuundable in addition to fare if the journey is not 
undertaken due to late running of trains by more 
than three hours provided that such tickets are sur¬ 
rendered before the actual departure of the train. 

(2) Where a passenger holding a ticket, with or 
without reservation, misses connection at any junc¬ 
tion station owing lo late running of the train by 
which he had travelled, the fare for the untravel’ed 
portion shall be refunded without charging any can¬ 
cellation charge at such junction station if he sur¬ 
renders the ticket for such refund within three hours 
of the actual arrival of the train by which he has 
travelled. 

12. Cancellation of tickets where railway administra¬ 
tion is unable to provide accommodation 

Where a railway administration is not able to pro¬ 
vide accommodation lor any reason whatsoever to 
passengers holding reserved tickets, no canceUation 
charge is payable and lefund of fare and reservation 
fee shall be granted • 

Provided that such tickets are surrendered for 
refund within 3 hours from the actual de¬ 
parture of the train. 

Provided further that when the train is cancel¬ 
led due to unforeseen circumstances such as 
accidents, breaches or floods, the ticket is 
surrendered within 3 days excluding the 
scheduled day cf the departure of the train. 

13. Partially used tickets 

(1) Except as provided in these rules, no refund 
shall be granted at a station on a ticket on which 
part of the ioumey has been undertaken. 

(2) Where a passenger terminates the journey 
enroute, a ticket deposit receipt shaU be issued to the 
ticket holder by the Station Master of the station in 
Ueu of surrender of the ticket and the ticket holder 
may apply to the Chief Commercial Superintendent 
ORefunds) of the ticket issiiing railway enclosing the 
ticket deposit receipt in original for the refund of fare. 
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14. Discontinuation of journey due to dislocation of 
train services 

(1) When a train journey is dislocated enroute 
due to unforeseen cireum.stances, such as accidents, 
breaches and floods, fare and reservation fee for the 
entire booked journey without any deduction for the 
travelled portion and without levy of cancellation 
charge shall be refunded at th© station at which the 
journey is terminated under the following circum¬ 
stances— 

(a) when the lailway ia unable to carry the pas¬ 
senger to the destination station within a 
reasonable lime by arranging transhipment 
or diversion or otherwise; or 

(b) v/hen the passenger is involved in a railway 
accident and lor injured in th© accident and 
does not continue his journey; or 

fc) in the case of death or injury to a passen¬ 
ger in a railway accident, the kith and kin 
of the passentter have to terminate the 
journey. 

(2) Where the railway administration offers to 
carry the passenger to his destination station by any 
diverted route or by arranging transhipment or 
otherwise, and the passenger is not witling to avail 
of-such an alternative rrrangement, fare for the un- 
travelled portion of the journey shall be refunded, 
without charging any cancellation charges, at the sta¬ 
tion at which the journey has been terminated. 

(3) Where the train journey is dislocated enronfe 
due to handhs. agitations or rail roko, fare for the 
untravelted portion only shall be refunded without 
the levy of cancellation charges. 

15, Failure of airconditioning equipment 

(1) Where the airconditioning has not worked for 
a portion of journey, refund on tickets issnerl for air- 
conditioned coache.s shall be granteJ for stich portio'n 
on the following basis, namely :— 

(a) if the ticket is for airconditioned first class. 

the difference between the airconditioned 
first class fare and first class fare; 

(b) if the ticket is for airconditioned sleeper 
coach, the difference between airconditioned 
sleeper class fare anfl second class sleeper 
fare (Mail and Express); 

fc) if the ticket is for airconditioned chair car. 
the difference between airconditioned chair 
car fare and second class fare (Mail and 
Express). 

(2) The refund of difference of fare under sub-rule 
(1) shall be granted at the destination station on pro¬ 
duction of the ticket alongwith a certificate from the 
conductor or the guard or the travelling ticket exami¬ 
ner of the train giving particulars of the ticket num¬ 
ber of the coach and stations between which the air- 
conditioning had not worked, and is presented within 
fwentv hours of the arrival of the train. 

Ifi. When passengers are made to travel in a lower 

class for want of accommodation 


If thft ticket holder of a higlicr class is made to 
travel in a lower class for want of accommodation in 
the class for which the ticket was issued, refund of 
the difference beUvteen the fare paid and the fare pay¬ 
able for the class in which it is actually used shall be 
granted at the destination station or at the oiiginating 
station, as the case may be. 

Provided that refund shall be granted at destination 
station only on production of a certificate from the 
conductor or the guard or the travelling ticket exami¬ 
ner of the train certifying that the holder of the ticket 
had to travel in a lower class for want of accommoda¬ 
tion in the cla.ss for which it was issued and the ticket 
is presented within twenty hours of the arrival of the 
train at the de.stination station. 

J 7. Lost tickets 

(1) No refund shall be granted cither in respect of 
a lost or misplaced ticket or of the excess fare paid as 
a consequence thereof. 

(2) In the case of loss misplacement or mutilation 
of a reserved ticket, railway administration or a 
person authorised by them may at its or his discretion, 
issue duplicate paper ticket (free of charge) indicating 
number of original ticket and reservation ticket on 
]>ayment of a penalty equivalent to 25 per cent of 
the fare in lieu of the lost or misplaced reserved ticket 
or tomlmutilated reserved ticket 

Provided that in re,spect of party coach ticket or a 
special train ticket such penalty shall bo 10 per cent 
of the total far© calculated including surcharges and 
all other charges. 

(3) In case the lost or misplaced ticket is traced 
later and presented alongwith the duplicate paper 
ticket, before the departure of the train, the penalty 
charges may be refunded subject to deduction of five 
per cent of the penalty paid or a minimum of rupees 
five. In case the journey is also not undertaken, the 
cancellation charges on the original ticket would be 
determined as provided rmder the rules. 

18. Wait-listed passengers on concession and pri¬ 
vilege ticket order tickets 

When anv person has purcha.sed a ticket on any 
concessional order or privilege ticket order, and is 
w'ait-Ii.sted for reservation in any train, he shall be 
entitled to avail of the same ticket for reservation in 
any other train on the same date or any other date, 
without losting the benefit of concessional fare. 

19. Unused portion of return tickets 

(1) No refund shall be granted on the unused 
portion of the concessional return tickets. 

(2) When a return ticket is issued without any 
concession, it shall be treated like two single journey 
tickets and 'he retund shall be granted acccirdiogly. 

20. Refund of fare on unused tickets and freight 
realised cm luggage tickets in re.spccf of luggage 
booked on the same ticket in ease of journey is 
not undertaken 
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(1) Refund of freight on luggage sbnll he granted 
by the station master as under ; 

(a) Luggage is Luggage ticket shall be 

withdrawn at cancelled and freight 

starting already collected re¬ 
station. funded after recovery 

of wharfage charges, 
if any and deduction of 
cancellation charge of 
rupees five per luggage 
ticket. Journey ticket 
shall be endorsed to 
the effect. 


21. Refunds by Station. Master of a station other than 
the station which issued the Tlfiket 

(1) Refund under these rules may be granted by 
the Station Master of the station &oin where the 
journey is to commence on an unused ticket (reserved 
or RAC or waitlisted), issued from another station if 
the genuineness of the ticket is verified at the refund 
granting station through lire computer or by refe¬ 
rence to reservatton charts or messages from the 
ticket issuing station. 

(2) Where the gcnuincn&ss of a ticket can not be 
verified under sub-rule (1) a ticket deposit receipt 
shall be issued to the ticket holder who may apply 
to the Chief Commercial Superintendent (Refunds) 
of the ticket issuing railway for refund. 


(b) Luggage already Freight charges on weight 
despatched from admissible as free allo- 
the starting wance shall be collected 

station. and remarks to this 

effect endorsed on the 
journey ticket. 

(2) On production of journey ticket on which 
luggage has been booked the fare shall be refunded 
only if bearing the endorsement referred to in sub¬ 
rule (1) on the unused ticket after deducting the pres¬ 
cribed cancellation]clerkage charges. 


22. Applications for refund in respect of other cir¬ 
cumstances 

Applications for refund in respect of circumstances 
other than those prescribed in these inles or where 
the refund is not admissible at the station on account 
of expiry of time limits prescribed under these rules 
or otherwise, may be made to the Chief Commercial 
Superintendent (Refunds) of the railway administra¬ 
tion from which the ticket was i.ssued.
